Cops backing 
report on 
panhandling 


Current legislation 
doesn't have enough 
teeth, says officer

City cops have had almost all they 
can take of panhandlers, and are 
backing a report that could aid in 
tightening up bylaws that will kick 
them off the block. 

A year ago, Mayor Stephen Man- 
del requested that options to 
change the current bylaw be ex¬ 
plored, as the problem has wors¬ 
ened in the core of the city and 
there isn't much police can do 
under current legislation. 

"There is little police officers can 
do other than warn the person or 
ask them to move along," wrote 
Sgt. Tom Pallas. 

One suggestion in the report, 
which will be addressed at a com¬ 
munity services committee meet¬ 
ing later this month, is to increase 
the current fine of $200 for those 
that harass others. 

Another option is to strictly ban 


begging for money in any way, 
shape, or form, whether aggressive 
or not. 

Though the options are on the 
table, officials fear changes might 
not do much good. 

Marcia Ross spends every day 
on Whyte Avenue where she lives 
and works. She said that though 
harassment by beggars is a daily 
occurrence, "I've never been hurt 
by any of them, but it would be 
nice to walk down the street with¬ 
out feeling bad about saying no all 
the time. 

"I'm not one of those people that 
tells them to get a job, but I won't 
give in either. I work hard for my 
money." 

Research in the report states 
stricter fines could be enforced, 
but will likely have zero intimida¬ 
tion factor to most beggars. It's 
also likely that fines handed out 
won't be collected. 

"I don't know what the answer 
is," Ross said. "More programming, 
maybe? It seems like there's no 
easy answer because it's a compli¬ 
cated thing."

Residents worried 
about cancer, 
reduced farmland

Some residents who live in 
Alberta's "Upgrader Alley" 
say they don't want to have 
their farms and acreages 
swallowed up by any more 
towering oilsands plants. 

In fact, they expect to flood 
a boardroom in Fort 
Saskatchewan Monday for a 
public hearing to review 
Petro-Canada's bid to build a 
$ 14-billion upgrader project 
that will require close to 14.5 
million cubic metres of water 
each year in order to make 
millions of 
barrels of oil 
each day. 

Twelve 
more up¬ 
graders have 
been slated 
for the area 
northeast of 
Edmonton 
near Premier 
Ed Stelmach's 
riding or have already been 
approved by the province, 
said the group of landowners 
at a news conference yester¬ 
day. 

And several other residents 
are suffering from many 
forms of cancer in the area 
known for its toxic air, says 
landowner Maureen 

Chichak. She says two farm¬ 


ers have died of lung cancer 
in the area they've dubbed 
"Cancer Alley." 

Chichak, who moved into 
her acreage 30 years ago 
when there were no upgrader 
plants nearby, says both of 
the dead 

farmers never 
smoked but 
have suffered 
from years of 
breathing in 
tainted air. 

"I mean for 
a small popu¬ 
lation base, to 
me, that 

seems like a 
lot of people dying of cancer," 
said Chichak after a press 
conference yesterday. 

Mike Hudema, an oilsands 
campaigner with Green¬ 
peace, says Stelmach has ig¬ 
nored local calls to stop the 
booming development that is 
eating up much needed farm¬ 
land at a time when global 
food prices are soaring. 


"It's important to have a 
diversified economy, but 
what we're doing here in Al¬ 
berta is that we are putting 
everything on one horse like 
oil," said Hudema. 

"We need to build a legacy 
for our children where they 
can actually breathe in." 

Peter Symons, a 
spokesman with Petro- 
Canada, says the hearing will 
give stakeholders a chance to 
have their concerns heard. 

The upgrader will also be 
built with the best available 
emissions technology and it 
will run on 100 per cent re¬ 
cycled water from local 
treated waste water plants, 
he said. 

"This plant is going to be 
built to be safe for residents 
and for local communities, 
it's going to be tested to be 
safe, it's going to be regulated 
to be safe," said Symons. "We 
wouldn't build it if it wasn't 
going to be safe."

Khadr, 21, is charged with

Gen. Patrick Cam- 
maert, a former UN peace¬ 
keeping commander, told the 
meeting: "It has probably be¬ 
come more dangerous to be a 
woman than a soldier in an 
armed conflict." 


Speakers identified former 
Yugoslavia, Sudan's Darfur 
region, the Democratic Re¬ 
public of the Congo, Rwanda 
and Liberia as conflict regions 
where deliberate sexual vio¬ 
lence had occurred on a mass 
scale. 

AU.S.-sponsored resolution

French court had 
granted annulment 

A French court overturned an 
order annulling the marriage 
of a Muslim woman accused 
of lying about being a virgin 
yesterday, pending a ruling on 
appeal expected in September. 

The decision adds a further 
twist to a case that has caused 
legal confusion and contro¬ 


versy in France. 

The marriage was origi¬ 
nally annulled last month 
after a court ruled that the 
woman had lied over what is 
called in French law an "es¬ 
sential quality", in this case 
her virginity.

That ruling was greeted 
with outrage by feminists and

THE CONSTAN¬ 
TINES HAVE hard feelings, 
but in a good way.

The band bravely follows 
its own eclectic vision: 
Kensington features prima¬ 
rily ominous, boiling rock 
tones and gritty vocals on 


tracks such as Credit River 
and Trans Canada, earning 
them favourable compar¬ 
isons with Nick Cave, The 
Clash and Bruce Spring¬ 
steen. But the album’s gen¬ 
tler side still retains its 
edge (Do What You Can Do). 

There’s a reason behind 
it, says Lambke. The band 
set out to pen a punk col¬ 


lection that would out-roclc 
2003’s Shine A Light and 
2005’s Tournament of 
Hearts. The songs evolved 
after constant jamming. 

“We wrote it the same 
way we wrote the other 
ones: a lot of hanging out. 
And everyday someone 
walks in with something 
more complete or more 


formed and then we work 
from that,” he adds. “What 
often happens is when you 
play a song a lot, someone 
takes it in a different direc¬ 
tion. It’s a balance: some¬ 
times the best thing you 
can do to a song is to fuck 
it up a little bit, you 
know?” 

The Constantines also

Austin 
Powers certainly only had 
a modicum of believabili- 


ty, and like Powers, at least 
The Love Guru showcases 
Mike’s ability to charm us 
with his quirky characters, 
even if they are all begin¬ 
ning to seem slightly too 
familiar.Mind you, there 
are some funny moments 
in The Love Guru. Howev¬ 
er, the most notable ones 
come courtesy of Stephen 
Colbert who makes a sur¬ 
prising appearance as a 
drugged-out sports com¬ 
mentator. 

As for Myers, he shines 
more when he’s perform¬ 
ing a sitar version of Ex¬ 


treme’s 1990 ballad “More 
Than Words” than he ever 
does ceaselessly dropping 
bad penis puns or making 
cracks about soiling him¬ 
self. See, the genius of the 
Austin Powers movies was 
their clever ability to recy¬ 
cle gags; they worked be¬ 
cause they were still with¬ 
in the context of Austin 
Powers. Transporting a lot 
of familiar jokes over to 
Guru just seems ... well, 
lazy. Toss in the fact that 
Myers even cast his 
diminutive Austin Powers 
co-star Vern Troyer so he 


could exploit a handful of 
midget jokes and it gets a 
bit much. On the other 


hand, I suppose it’s nice to 
see Myers keeping Mini-Me 
employed.

A promising start for Get Smart

how badly the movie ver¬ 
sion of Get Smart might 
have turned out, one need 
only reflect with a wince 
on some recent spy movie 
parodies (Johnny English) 
or the lower points of 
Steve Carell’s career (Evan 
Almighty). 

Peter Segal’s film man¬ 
ages to avoid either film’s 
dismally unfunny effect, 
mostly by hewing closely 
to the spirit of the original 
TV series starring Don 
Adams, and by a happy ac¬ 
cident of casting. 


Carell takes over the role 
made famous by Adams — 
Maxwell Smart, the bum¬ 
bling but cocksure secret 
agent who succeeds in 
spite of his best efforts. 
Anne Hathaway does a 
fine job with Agent 99, 
played by Barbara Feldon 
in the TV series, ably 
matching Feldon’s innate 
sexiness; the only real flaw 
in Hathaway’s portrayal is 
her inability to evoke the 
fetchingly neurotic quality 
Feldon brought to the role. 
It’s in the supporting cast, 
however, that the film cre¬ 
ates a sympathetic setting 
for Carell to make his 
Smart his own creature 
and not either a mimicry 
or a parody of Adams. 

The movie teases out all 
the well-loved props and 
devices of the show with a 
coyness that’s only occa¬ 


sionally maddening, while 
Carell noticeably under¬ 
sells Adams’ trademark 
lines such as “Missed it by 
that much.” A sequel — 
broadly hinted at by 
Patrick Warburton’s 


cameo near the end as 
Hymie the robot agent — 
will have to discover its 
own comic momentum if 
it wants to avoid turning a 
promising start into a pale 
tribute. 


DON'T MESS WITH 
THE ZOHAN

Adam Sandler plays the 
title role in the film, a sort 
of Israeli James Bond with

years since Andrew Stanton’s 
Finding Nemo, his last movie, 
hit the theatres. In the same 
amount of time a director 
working in live action could 
have made five more films, 
but Stanton, one of Pixar’s 
stable of name directors, has 
spent almost the whole time 
working on Wall-E, the stu¬ 
dio’s latest picture, a wildly 
labour-intensive period typi¬ 
cal of how animated features 
are made, whether back in 
the golden age of Disney 
with cel animation, or today, 
with Pixar’s state-of-the-art 
digital technology. 

“I often say that directing 
animation is just like direct¬ 
ing live action but in slow 
motion,” Stanton tells Metro, 


looking bade on the last five 
years. “You're dealing with 
human beings that are good 
at their craft; 
they all have 
the same jobs 
as on a live-ac¬ 
tion set, they 
just use a dif¬ 
ferent tool to 
use that job, 
whether it's 
costumes, 
lighting effect, 
camerawork. 

And you don't 
have the luxu¬ 
ry of getting to¬ 
gether all at

winning side of animation is 
that you have a godlike con¬ 
trol of everything. You can 
basically tweak till the last 
second. You can go back to 
things you did two years ago 
and change it again, or tweak 
it a little more. You can be 
quite the perfectionist, and it 
would be great if you could 
do both." 

Pixar is famous for its re¬ 
search trips, where the heads 
of each department go out 
and collect the textures and 
movements and feel of the 
world where the film is set. 
For Cars, they went out and 
toured old Route 66; for Rata- 
touille, it was a trip to Paris 
to sample the city’s best 
restaurants. Wall-E is set on a 
future Earth covered with 
garbage, and in space, and 
neither place suggested any 
glamorous research trip, so 
Stanton admits he delayed 
his research in favour of 
spending a few months — his 
vacation time after Nemo — 
storyboarding the film at 
Pixar. Only after he’d gotten 
the green light did he go out 
and explore the look of the 
film. 

“We went to dumps, we 


went to recycling centres,” 
Stanton recalls. 

“We looked at any kind of 
robot we could look at, even 
if it was the bomb-sniffing 
robot from the nearby police 
department. We did go to 
(NASA's) Jet Propulsion Labo¬ 
ratories and look at some of 
their rover designs. And we 


went on the Disney cruise 
line to see how the ships are 
run. It was a lot of hodge¬ 
podge stuff — there wasn't 
anything really that sexy 
about it. Cause so much of it 
was fantasy — you just have 
to make stuff up.”

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Actor Carell gets Smart 


Would you believe ... 
actor didn’t study 
Don Adams’ role?

SO HOW DO you go 
about making a movie derived 
from an iconic Emmy-Award- 
winning series and not fall flat 
on your face like a Maxwell 
Smart tumble on the floor? 

For the generation that grew 
up on the 1965-70 comedy series 
Get Smart, it’s hallowed ground, 
but co-screenwriter Tom Astle 
and company felt totally com¬ 
fortable indulging in an oppor¬ 
tunity to score some points with 
the old generation of Get Smart 
fans — and make a film that 
stands on its own merit as a 
comedic action film that has ro¬ 
mance, too. 


“The reason the movie works 
in this time period is that the 
original series was done at a 
time during the Cold War, so 
there was paranoia in the air. I 
don’t know if anybody has no¬ 
ticed, but there is a little para¬ 
noia in society in general now,” 
Astle told Metro. “I think that’s 
what makes it an appropriate 
time to do this movie now.” 

While the movie’s braintrust 
knew they were obliged to pay 
homage to the original series, 
there was a conscious decision 
not to simply produce a direct 
steal from the series. 

Steve Carell (The Office) had 
no intention of trying to emu¬ 
late the legendary Don Adams 
who starred as Maxwell Smart, 
Agent 86 . So, to prepare, there 
was no revisiting the old TV 
shows. 

“I steered away from it be¬ 
cause I didn’t want to do an im¬ 


pression of Don Adams,” Carell 
said at a press conference in L.A. 
“I figured there was no way to 
improve upon what he had done. 
And I thought the more I 
watched him, the more I would 
be inclined to do an imperson¬ 
ation because he was so good 
and so definitive in the role.” 

Get Smart, which opens in 
theatres today, has an abun¬ 
dance of stars to make it sell¬ 
able: Carell, Anne Hathaway 
(Agent 99 ), Alan Arkin (the 
Chief), Terence Stamp (Siegfried), 
Dwayne Johnson (Agent 23 ), not 
to mention some other famous 
face cameos. In the film. Agent 
86 and 99 must somehow thwart 
the plans of world domination 
by KAOS. 

One major difference between 
the series and movie is that 
Smart is a newbie who serendip- 
itously achieves his career goal 
to be an agent. And loving it.

Bringing the subject home 


Mike Myers always 
wanted to do movie 
about Leaf team

YOU CAN take the 
man out of Toronto, but you 
can’t take Toronto out of the 
man. It was a decidedly Canadi¬ 
an (more specifically Toronto¬ 
centric) flavour that actor Mike 
Myers gave to his latest comedy 
opus, the Love Guru. 

The Saturday Night Live alum¬ 
nus has always inserted shout¬ 
outs to Canada’s largest city in 
previous work such as Wayne’s 
World or his Austin Powers se¬ 
ries, but this time his hometown 
was part of the story. 

Filmed in part at the Air Cana¬ 
da Centre and Casa Loma, The 



Love Guru centres around Guru 
Pitlca (Myers) a new-age self-help 
expert who has to rejuvenate the 
confidence of a Toronto Maple 
Leafs sniper (Romany Malco from 
the 40 -Year-Old Virgin) in the 
midst of a bid for the Stanley 
Cup after his wife leaves him for 
his rival, well-endowed goal- 
tender Jacques “Le Coq” Grande 
(Justin Timberlalce). 

For a work so steeped in Cana¬ 
dian culture, Myers isn’t worried 
that international audiences 
won’t be in on the joke. 

“Thinking about what people 
get or don’t get, no. It’s about 
what you think is funny, and 
that’s really what I do,” says 
Myers, 45 . “A movie is supposed 
to take you somewhere you’ve 
never been before, and say to 
you, ‘Come on in, the water’s 
warm.’” 

Directed by Marco Schnabel 


(Myers has a history of working 
with first-timers), the movie is 
vintage Myers with its carefully 
crafted pelvic humour, grandiose 
dance numbers, and merciless 
teasing of Verne Troyer (who 
stars as the Leafs’ irascible 
coach) set against a Bollywood 
backdrop. But he fashioned the 
story around one of his greatest 


fantasies, and the major reason 
for the movie: a Stanley Cup vic¬ 
tory for the Leafs and an end to 
the 41 -years-and-counting cup 
drought. He notes that at its 
heart, the film is his ode to Leaf 
Nation, wherever they may live. 

“I, like the rest of Toronto, 
have been waiting patiently,” 
says Myers, who was only 4 when 


the Leafs last hoisted the trophy 
in 1967 . 

“I figured, ‘If you write it, they 
will come.’ I wasn’t going to wait 
for it to happen, I was going to 
use this wonderful blessing that 
I have of being able to make 
stuff. For those who stay the 
course and believe, it will be a 
wonderful day.”

Martha Wainwright steps out from 
behind her family’s shadow and soars!

I t’s not that Martha Wainwright’s 2005 
debut wasn’t everything it should have 
been: a collection of sharp-tongued, 
beautiful songs about her turbulent emo¬ 
tional history and relationships with dad 
Loudon Wainwright III, brother Rufus and 
mom Kate McGarrigle. It’s just that the 32- 
year-old singer’s follow-up is so good that it 
transcends genres and the famous family 
thing. On I Know You’re Married but I’ve Got 
Feelings Too (MapleMusic Recordings/UMG), 
a brazenly confident Wainwright shows off 


her songwriting along with her larger-than- 
life voice, exploring desire, pain, fear and 
loss in 12 dazzling songs. “I came to this one 
as an artist rather than someone trying to 
emerge from the shadow of her family,” she 
explains. “The first album was loaded in that 
way because that was my story. But on this 
one, I was able to shed those insecurities.” 
Last year, Wainwright brought down the 
house with her sultry performance of Stormy 
Weather at her brother’s recreation of Judy 
Garland’s 1961 Carnegie Hall concert. “I see 
myself as much a singer as a songwriter,” she 
says. “It’s fun to get out from behind the gui¬ 
tar and sing a song as perfectly constructed 
as those standards are and have it be about 
the performance.”

Vibrating mascara 
wands are latest 
innovation 

COMING SOON to a makeup 
counter near you: mascara 
that vibrates. 

According to the global 
beauty brand Estee Lauder, 
which will launch TurboLash 
All Effects Motion Mascara for 
$30 this summer in the 
United States, and later this 
year in Canada, the innova¬ 
tion is designed to separate 
lashes and create volume at 
the base of the lash — an area 
often neglected. 

Competitor Lancome fol¬ 
lowed up with an announce¬ 
ment that it will release 
Oscillation this fall, with a 
brush that vibrates 7,000 
times a minute and claims to 
provide 360-degree coverage 
of each lash. 

Vibrating wands are just 
the latest innovation in the 
mascara market, which is 
worth an estimated $3.7 bil¬ 
lion (U.S) globally. To capture 
some of this long, thick and 
very plump market, cosmet¬ 
ics companies are constantly 
introducing new variations 
on the theme of lash en¬ 
hancement. 

Battery-operated mascaras 
have been done before — one 
had an applicator that ro¬ 
tated and another was heated 


for smoother application — 
but neither innovation had 
staying power. 

In a 2004 patent applica¬ 
tion for a vibrating mascara 
applicator, Estee Lauder ar¬ 
gued its vibrating invention is 
significantly different from 
past products. So could vibrat¬ 
ing wands be the innovation 
that will create the lush 
lashes women long for? Or 
are they just another gim¬ 
mick designed to up-sell con¬ 
sumers? 

We asked makeup artist 
and beauty educator Dino 


Dilio for his opinion. And 
while he hasn’t tried the 
product — samples aren’t yet 
available in Canada — he is 
optimistic. 

“I’m excited,” he says, “be¬ 
cause when I tell ladies to put 
on mascara, I tell them to 
hold the brush at the root 
and wiggle it. It builds up vol¬ 
ume at the roots of the 
lashes. It seems like that’s 
what this product would do, 
so I think it would be kinda 
cool. Everything is getting 
easier these days.”

New Mars a saddening bore? 


MARS ATTACKS: Bashing 
ABC’s version of Life On 
Mars, the hit BBC time- 
travel police drama, is get¬

The only apparently 
good choice made by the 
show’s original producers 
was casting Colm Meaney 
as Gene Hunt, a role made 


memorable — frankly, it 
was the best thing about 
the show — by Philip 
Glenister in the BBC origi¬ 
nal.

Ramsay shows spur 
push for new TV rules 


FOUL-MOUTHED chef Gor¬ 
don Ramsay prompted Aus¬ 
tralia’s parliament 
yesterday to push for 
tighter rules to protect 
viewers from swearing on 
television. 

Ramsay’s programs are 
ratings winners on free-to- 
air television in Australia, 
but prompted outrage 
earlier this year when 
one episode featured 
the volatile chef using 
a four-letter expletive 
more than 80 times 
in 40 minutes. 

The Catholic church 
called for his shows to be 
scrapped or shown at a 
later time, and now an in¬ 
quiry by the Senate, Aus¬ 
tralia’s upper house, has 
urged better warnings on 
programs and new ways 
for television stations to 
deal with complaints. 

“People were offended 
by the way Ramsay di¬ 
rected his language to¬ 
wards restaurant staff in 
an abusive and aggressive 
manner,” inquiry chair¬ 
woman Anne McEwen told 


parliament, saying submis¬ 
sions expressed concern 
about his swearing and at¬ 
titudes. 

The inquiry stopped 
short of calling for new 
laws to tighten censorship, 
but made 20 recommenda¬ 
tions to television stations 
to review the way they rate 
programmes, what 
they consider to be 
coarse language, and 
how they respond to 
complaints. 

The row came a 
year after authorities 
in Britain banned an Aus¬ 
tralian tourism campaign 
as offensive for featuring a 
bikini-clad model who 
asked “where the bloody 
hell are you?” 

The Senate findings 
comes as Australia de¬ 
bates standards of lan¬ 
guage and behaviour. A 
government politician is 
under fire for allegedly 
abusing staff at a night¬ 
club north of Sydney, and 
for telling a pregnant 
rival her baby would be 
born a “demon.” Reuters
